SENATOR SHERMAN'S ADDRESS TO A 
NASHVILLE AUDIENCE.

N a shville , Tenn., March 
25.—Senator 
John Sherman « poke to an immense audience 
in the legislative chamber Thursday night 
Mr. Sherman « aid when he accepted the in­ 
vitation of Tennessee Republicans to address 
them he did so in the hope that what he 
m ight say might induce the people of len- 
neseee to join the Republican party and fol­ 
low its policy—a policy that will contribute 
to the whole country’s growth and ad­ 
vantage 
He held that the constitution was 
not to be strictly construed, like an indict­ 
ment or a bond framed by a usurer, but it was 
a charter of liberty, to be construed liberally 
and so as to carry out all the objects of its 
founders. 
He reviewed the states rights 
controversy, and said the repeal of the Mis­ 
souri compromise had driven 
tho 
con­ 
servative Democrats and Whigs of the north 
into the Republican party. 
He spoke of 
Tennessee’s part in the late war and said the 
Republican party is pledged to see that every 
citizen of every state is protected in all his 
rights and privileges. 
He paid a handsome 
tribute to the vim and energy of the new 
south and then took up the tariff. 
The internal revenue tax es, yielding $ 100,- 
000,000, he said, could be easily dispensed 
with at any time without injury to any one, 
but urged that the duties on imports could 
not be done away with or reduced without 
disaster to American industry. 
The Repub­ 
lican party claims that, while levied for rev­ 
enue, these import duties should be so ar­ 
ranged as to protect, foster, and encourage 
American workshops and workmen. 
Mr. 
Sherman gave figures to fhow that the total 
manufactures of the United States have in­ 
creased under the Republican policy of pro­ 
tection from $ 1,800,(XX),000 in 1800, to over 
$ 5,000,000,01)0 in value, and five fold in 
quantity. 
In the production of all those 
article« there is now free trade and closo 
competition in tho United States, and the 
prLcehas been greatly reduced on all of 
thorn. 
Mr. Sherman nex t touched on the cur­ 
rency question, and prophesied an ex tra ses­ 
sio n o f congress to relieve tho stringency of 
tho money market.
